One  need  only  visit  the  campus  of  the  Medical 
College  of  Georgia  to  realize  that  changes  are  oc- 
curring AT  ALMOST  BREATHTAKING  SPEED.  THE  MARCH 
issue  OF  the  FOUNDATION  AND  ALUMNI  NEWS  pro- 
vided EVIDENCE  OF  MASSIVE  CHANGES  WITHIN  JUST  THE 

past  ten  years,  and  even  now,  the  program  of  con- 
tinuous change  moves  steadily  forward 0 

The  changes  are  taking  effect  in  two  broad 
areas:  facilities  for  the  teaching  of  the  health  sci- 
ences ,  AND  GROWTH  OF  THE  ACADEMIC  PROGRAMS  FOR 
TEACHING  QUALIFIED  YOUNG  PEOPLEc  THE  ADDITION  AND 
MODERNIZATION  OF  CLASS  AND  LABORATORY  SPACE  IS  FAIR- 
LY obvious.  The  development  and  sophistication  of 
the  teaching  programs  is  not  so  readily  seen. 

Indicative  of  the  progress  being  made  is  the  ad- 
dition OF  A  BACCALAUREATE  PROGRAM  FOR  MEDICAL  RE- 
cords librarians,  to  be  offered  for  the  first  time 
by  the  Medical  College  this  autumn.  The  school  al- 
so IS  PREPARING  A  REQUEST  TO  THE  BOARD  OF  REGENTS 
SEEKING  APPROVAL  FOR  A  DOCTORATE  LEVEL  PROGRAM  IN 
THE  HEALTH  SCIENCES.  AT  THE  SAME  TIME,  THE  COLLEGE'S 

School  of  Nursing  is  engaged  in  a  self-study  project 
aimed  at  securing  accreditation  in  the  not-too-dis- 
TANT FUTURE.  And  tied  to  longer-range  development- 
al  PLANS   ARE   HOPES   THAT  A  SCHOOL  OF  DENTISTRY  AND 

Dental  Hygiene  can  be  established  i  n  conjunction 
with  the  Medical  College. 

For  alumni  of  the  college,  these  plans  are  of 
immeasurable  importance.  Support  for  these  pro- 
posals IS  ESSENTIAL.

This  year,  the  Medical  College  of  Georgia  has  made 
an  effort  to  stimulate  interest  and  activity  in  statisti- 
cal aspects  of  medical  r  e  s  e  a  r  c  h  and  training.  to  this 
end,  the  school  has  appointed  a  statistician  to  the  facul- 
ty, and  has  contracted  for  the  procurement  of  an  elec- 
tronic computer, 

Dr.  Charles  B.  Bragassa,  who  joined  the  faculty  in 
February  as  statistician  and  geneticist,  will  teach  and 
consult  in  these  fields.  dr.  bragassa  received  his  ph.d. 
degree  in  genetics  and  statistics  from  texas  a  and  m 
College  in  January  of  this  year.  His  Bachelor's  degree 
is  in  zoology. 

The  computer,  an  IBM  1620,  is  on  order  and  is  ex- 
pected TO  BE  INSTALLED  IN  AUGUST, 

Dr0  Bragassa  is  available  to  staff  members  and  stu- 
dents for  consultation  in  experimental  design  and  analy- 
sis. The  electronic  computer  will  be  available  for  use 
by  staff  members  for  their  individual  research  projects,, 

Statistics  has  been  a  part  of  the  Medical  College 
curriculum  for  several  years ,  havi ng  been  taught  initially 
by  the  Department  of  Microbiology.  Under  Dr.  Bragassa, 

THE  COURSE  WILL  CONTINUE  TO  CONSIST  OF  54  HOURS  FOR  MEDI- 
CAL STUDENTS  AND  APPROXIMATELY  75  HOURS  FOR  GRADUATE 
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students,,  Beginning  in  September  a  block  of  1 2  hours 
will  be  taught  first  year  students.  the  remaining  hours 
will  be  presented  in  subsequent  years,  with  as  much  ma- 
terial as  possible  being  integrated  into  other  courses  at 
relevant  places. 

Material  to  be  presented  in  the  first  year  will  in- 
clude SAMPLING,  STATISTICAL  INFERENCE,  VARIATION,  DISTRI- 
BUTION, SIGNIFICANCE  AND  THE  NULL  HYPOTHESIS,  BASIC  CALCU- 
LATIONS, TYPES  OF  DATA,  AND  GENERAL  CONCEPTS  OF  EXPERI- 
MENTAL design.  Methods  of  analysis  will  be  stressed  in 
the  remaining  mater  1 al  i  nclud i ng  chi-square,  group  and  1  n- 
dividual  comparisons,  correlation,  regression  and  analysis 
of  variance.  graduate  students  will  cover  factorial  ar- 
rangement of  treatments  and  analysis  of  co-variance  in 
addition  to  the  topics  listed  above.  emphasis  will  be 
placed  on  a  realistic  and  practical  approach,  and  student 
research  projects  will  be  used  for  examples  as  much  as 
possible. 

Instruction  in  the  use  of  the  electronic  computer  in 
statistical  analysis  will  be  offered  as  an  elective.  also, 
a  two-week,  1 2— hour  short  course  in  statistics  is  planned

Little,  if  any,  justification  is  necessary  for  includ- 
ing S  TAT  I  S  T  I  C  S  IN  THE  MEDICAL  CURRICULUM,  ALTHOUGH  ITS 
VALUE  MAY  BE  HAZY  TO  SOME.  STATISTICAL  METHODS  HAVE  DE- 
VELOPED OF  NECESSITY,  AND  OCCUPY  AN  IMPORTANT  PLACE  IN 
SCIENCE.  THE  STATISTICAL  APPROACH  IS  MOST  INTIMATELY  CON- 
CERNED WITH  LOGIC,  ETIOLOGY  AND  SOUND  REASONING,  AND  MORE 
SUPERFICIALLY  WITH  THE  FOREIGN  LANGUAGE  IN  WHICH  IT  IS  EX- 
PRESSED: MATHEMATICS.  THE  LANGUAGE,  THOUGH  A  NECESSARY 
EVIL,  IS  SIMPLY  A  MEANS  TO  THE  END  IN  CONVEYING  SOME 
RATHER  SUBTLE  AND  COMPLEX  CONCEPTS.  KNOWLEDGE  OF  THESE 
CONCEPTS  IS  OF  UNQUESTIONABLE  VALUE  TO  ANYONE  WHO  STUDIES 
CAUSES  AND  EFFECTS.  IF  THE  SUBJECT  IS  PRESENTED  EFFECTIVE- 
LY, ITS  BROAD  APPLICABILITY  SHOULD  BE  OF  CONSIDERABLE  BEN- 
EFIT TO  SERIOUS  STUDENTS,  DESPITE  THE  RELATIVELY  SHORT 
TIME  DEVOTED  TO  IT. 
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It  is  hoped  that  through  more  carefully  designed  ex- 
periments,  RESEARCH  EFFICIENCY  AT  THE  MEDICAL  COLLEGE 

can  be  improved,  time,  especially  for  physicians,  and 
and  physical  resources  for  research,  are  extremely  valu- 
able commodities,,  obviously,  wise  and  efficient  use  of 
them  is  desirable0 

It  is  not  uncommon  for  experiments  to  be  undertaken 
with  no  clear  idea  of  how,  or  even  if,  the  desired  informa- 
tion can  be  obtained.  consequently,  a  common  result  is 
the  loss  of  time,  money  and  effort.  .  .all  to  no  avail.  by 
planning  ahead  and  know  i  ng  what  type  of  sampling  tech- 
nique, design  and  analysis  (there  are  numerous  types  of 

EACH)  APPLIES  BEST  TO  THE  SITUATION  AT  HAND,  IT  FREQUENTLY 
MAY  BE  FOUND  THAT  ADDITIONAL  INFORMATION  MAY  BE  HAD  FOR 
LITTLE  OR  NO  EXTRA  COST,  OR  THAT  THE  DESIRED  INFORMATION 
MAY  BE  OBTAINED  WITH  LESS  MONEY  AND  LABOR  THAN  EXPECTED,, 

THE  ELECTRONIC  COMPUTER  IS  A  TIME-SAVER.  IT  PERFORMS 
THE  SAME  CALCULATIONS  AND  TYPES  OF  ANALYSIS  AS  ARE  DONE

A  SIX-YEAR  GRANT  IN  THE  AMOUNT  OF  $820,  554  HAS  BEEN 
AWARDED  TO  THE  MEDICAL  COLLEGE  OF  GEORGIA  FOR  THE  DEVEL- 
OPMENT, REFINEMENT,  AND  CONTINUATION  OF  A  CLINICAL  HEMODY- 
NAMIC Research  program,, 

Dr.  Walter  G.  Rice,  Dean  o  f  the  School  of  Medicine, 
says,  tt.  .  o  .  the  gran  t-supported  program  will  permit  the 
coordinated  study  of  a  number  o  f  physiological,  biochemi- 
cal, pathological,  and  clinical  problems  which  have  been 
under  way  for  some  time, 

"the  comprehensive  program,  to  be  made  possible  by 
the  newly-announced  support  from  the  national  institutes 
of  Health,  tt  added  Dr.  Rice,  "will  integrate  the  work  of 
many  members  of  the  medical  college  faculty.  fi  it  will 
allow  the  extension  and  exploitation  of  skills  presently 
associated  with  the  school.  much  of  the  research  to  be 
done  will  be  based  on  early  studies  of  cardiovascular  phys- 
iology pioneered  by  dr.  william  f.  hamilton,  emeritus 
professor  of  physiology  at  the  college. 

Involved  will  be  the  coordination  of  a  number  of  varied 
basic  and  clinical  investigators  who  have  a  n  interest  in 
blood  flow  and  the  factors  which  affect  it,  such  as  con- 
GENITAL HEART  DISEASE,   ARTERIOSCLEROSIS,   AND  HYPERTENSION. 
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The  inter-related  studies  of  the  Hemodynamic  Re- 
search PROGRAM  WILL  UTILIZE  TEN  BEDS  IN  THE  EUGENE  TAL- 

madge  Memorial  Hospital.  As  a  unified  program,  each  of 
the  allied  projects  will  be  investigated  as  an  entity,  with 
findings  o  f  the  individual  studies  correlated  with  all

Program  director  of  the  project  i  s  to  be  Dr,  James 
Hamlin,  formerly  of  t  h  e  Rockefeller  Institute,  who  will 
join  the  Medical  College  faculty  in  July  as  Assistant 
Professor  of  Medicine. 

Geographically,  the  hemodynamic  unit  will  be  located 
adjacent  to  the  multicategor ical  research  center  which 
was  described  in  the  march  issue  of  the  foundation  news, 
it  will  consist  of  an  elaborate  research  laboratory  facil- 
ity confined  to  the  study  of  cardiovascular  physiology  and 
lipid  chemistry.  it  will  be  served  in  part  by  the  bed  and 
kitchen  units  of  the  dgms  center  and  will  make  some  use 
of  its  laboratories.

STROYED BY  RIVAL  EMPIRES,  BUT  THE  GREEKS  PREVAILED  IN  330 
B.  C.  AND  SINCE  THEN  THE  OCCIDENT  HAS  BEEN  SUPREME,  BUT 
THE  DIFFERING  IDEOLOGIES  REMAIN.  BOTH  THE  TALK  AND  THE 
SLIDES  WERE  MOST  INTERESTING,  AND  WERE  CERTAINLY  APPRE- 
CIATED BY  THE  AUDIENCE.

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AMA  STUDENT  LOAN  FUND  ACTIVATED 


A  total  of  37  Medical  College  of  Georgia  students 
have  applied  for  loans  under  the  new  american  medical 
association's  medical  loan  program  in  the  first  ninety 
days  of  its  availability.  ranging  from  $500  to  $1500  each, 
applications  for  the  loans  average  $1021. 

The  objective  of  the  AMA's  program  is  to  help  over- 
come THE  FINANCIAL  BARRIER  TO  MEDICAL  STUDY  FOR  STUDENTS 
WHO  ARE  QUALIFIED  AND  ACCEPTED  BY  AN  APPROVED  COLLEGE  OF 
MEDICINE.  IT  IS  OFFERED  AS  ASSISTANCE  TO  STUDENTS  AT  ANY 
STAGE  OF  THEIR  MEDICAL  EDUCATION,    FROM  THE  START  OF  THEIR 

freshman  year  at  medical  school  through  internships  and 
residencies. 

In  order  to  qualify  for  AMA-guaranteed  loans,  the 
applicant  must  be  an  acceptable  full-time  student,  or  in 
residency  or  internship  in  a  council-approved  hospital. 

borrowers  are  limited  to  $1500  plus  interest  in  any 
one-year  period,  and  a  total  of  $10,000  in  seven  years 0 
There  is  an  added  stipulation  that  a  borrower  may  not  be 
indebted  for  more  than  $15,000  for  educational  purposes 
from  all  sources. 

guarantee  loans  are  being  solicited  by  the  ama  from 
physicians  and  other  sources  in  a  cooperative  effort  by 
American  medicine  and  private  enterprise  to  overcome  one 
of  the  hurdles  in  the  drive  to  meet  the  country's  growing 
need  for  more  and  better  medical  care. 

The  Medical  College  of  Georgia,  of  course,  has  sev- 
eral FUNDS  FROM  WHICH  SMALL  LOANS  ARE  AVAILABLE  TO  UPPER 

classmen.    During  the  past  two  years,  the  Medical  Col- 
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lege  of  Georgia  Foundation  has  contributed  some  $2000  to 
the  college's  student  loan  fund, 

THE  FOUNDATION'S  SUPPORT  is  critical  at  this  particu-
